2J 9 January— An announcement concerning subject** trip abroad 
which reads as fallows: "Bead P. NOVIK’s letters from 
Warsaw; do not fail to read P. NOVIK’s letters from abroad* 
tell everybody. "

Importance". In this article writer describes "T he Foikatlme" 
(a Communist Yiddish language newspaper published is Warsaw), 
the "rich Jewish cultural life" in Poland, the "excellent Jewish 
theater", etc, 

4) 26 January— A letter freon Warsaw by a KVOTERKA describing 
the enthusiastic reception P. NOVJK received in Warsaw. At 
a public meeting, in his honor, he was greeted by Hirsh 
SMOLXAR, chief administrator of THE CULTURAL UNION 

OF JEWS IN POLAND. According to KVO TERRA, P. NOVOC 
discussed the recession in the United States, the four million 
unemployed, McCarthyism and anti-Semitic outbursts, defacing 
synagogues and temples, etc. 

5) 23 January— "First Days in Moscow", in which writer com- 
ments on the "miracle of reconstruction' * and "pash forward" 
which he noticed in Moscow. 

6) 4 February- -An article by a FERTSOVS&i entitled "P, NOVIK's 
Visit In Leningrad". The writer describes subject's meeting 
with Jewish writers and artists la Leningrad. He singes out 
Ta nkhu m KAPLAN, a Soviet-Jewish painter. (It le interesting

la this article date-lined Leningrad, 14 January, the writer 
discusses the alleged Indignation of Soviet Jews in connection 
with published reports in the Western press about persecution 
of the Jewish religion in the Soviet Union. 

«> 11 February — 'The Frightful Soviet Book About Israel *. la 

this article subject denounces as lies allegations In the New 
York Jewish press that the Communist newspaper "Fravda** 
published an anti -American end anil -Israel article. 

IS February— »A Volume of Sholom ALEICHEM's Works to 
Appear Soon in Moscow*. (NOTE: Sholom ALEICHEM U a 
famous Jewish writer whose 100th birthday anniversary has 
been recently celebrated throughout the world. ) Subject wishes 
to impress the readers that Sholom ALEICHEM is highly re- 
garded in fiie USSR and that a volume of his works in Yiddish 
is soon to be published. In a second article in the same issue 
entitled ’Peace on Higher Level** writer discusses Soviet 
peace aims. He also quotes reviews in the Soviet press of 
a book by Corliss LAMONT demouncing US rearm a m en t ■

subject reports an the 21st Communist Party Congress. 

12J 22 February— fa an article dated 13 February, subject denies 
allegations by •Forward'* (anti-Communlst Yiddish daily pub- 
lished in New York) that the Soviet press attacks Israel and 

America, Subject flatly states that he has not seen such 
articles, 

131 2? February— la an article from Moscow dated 12 February, 
subject denies statements by the Jewish Labor Committee 
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made to MJXOYAN during the latter 1 a rial* in the United States. 
These statements dealt with anti- Jewish outbursts in the USSR. 

14} Z March- -A cabled article describing the celebration of the 
Sholom ALEICHEM birthday anniversary In Moscow. 

IS} 15 March— "The Soviet Land Expands Beyond Its Historic 
Boarders’ 1 . In this article writer extols the achievements of 
Soviet economy. 

14} 1? March— This issue contains an announcement on a new 
aeries of articles by NOVIK about Jews in the Soviet Union. 

17} 19 March— A cable from Romania discussing Jewish cultural 
achievements. 

14} ZZ March— "Jews in the Soviet Union 1 *. In tide article subject 
points out the large number of Jews residing In Minsk, 

Leningrad and Moscow. He further mentions a number of 
books by Jewish writers which were recently published. He 
Indicates that the Jew# he talked to had told him that their 
survival from fee Hitler massacre was only due to fee active 
assistance rendered by the Soviet government.

Subject praises fee social security and pension systems in the 

USSR. 
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24) 1 April --“What Happens When & Parson Gets Sick ? " . Subject 
praises Soviet socialized medicine. 

25) 5 April--'* Yiddish Concerts*'. Subject relates about the con- 
certs in the Yiddish language which he attended in Moscow. 

He mentions several actors and singers. 

26) 6 April- -"With Soviet- Yiddish Writers 1 ’. In this article sub- 
ject mentions meeting SH. HALKIN, Z. VENBR0W, A. VERGE US, 
S. RABINOVICH and others. Even though writer doe# not say 

so, it follows, however, from the article that the above -indicate^ 
individuals are writing mostly in the Russian language. 

27) 7 April- -A second article on subject’s meetings with Jewish 
writers. 

28) 8 April- -’’Translations of Works by Jewish Writers" 

29) 9 April- -"The Cultural Revolution in the USSR". In this article 
subject indicates that during his visit to factories, he was 
amazed to notice the high cultural interest among the workers. 

30) 12 April --"Whet Happened in Romania?" . Writer discusses 
the plight of Romanian Jews during the Hitler regime. He 
states that the Red Army saved the remaining four hundred 
thousand Jews from being annihilated by the Nasle. In the 
same issue there is an article in the English supplement en- 
titled "Writers in the Soviet Union". 

31) 13 April--"What Are the Real Reasons Behind the Attacks on 
Romania?". Subject refutes allegations of anti-Semitism in 
Romania. 

32) 14 April- -An article describing a visit with Jewish actors in 
the city of Jassi, Romania. 

33) 15 April --"Jews in Jassi". Subject states that most of the 
28 thousand Jews living in Jassi are speaking Yiddish; they 
have a Jewish state theater and Yiddish schools. 
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34) 17 April --"Yiddish Theater is Active in Romania". Subject 
hails Jewish cultural activities in Romania. 

35) If April— "The Ghetto Days la Warsaw", a slanted article 
implying that the leaders of the Warsaw ghetto uprising were 
Communist sympathisers, la the same issue there is an 
English article entitled "The Jews in Romania, Their Past 
and Present",. 

Writer des- 
cribes life in Bucharest, Romania. 

37) 21 April — "An Open Letter to United Press International". 

In this article dated Warsaw, 6 April, subject asserts that 
a news item of UPI concerning attacks by the newspaper 
"Pravda" on Israel and Zionism is false. He stresses that 
the problem «Mf Israel and anti-Semitism is being used by 
those who wish to prolong the cold war. 

38) 26 April --"The Guardians of Polish- Jewish Life ' 

39) 27 April— In an article from Warsaw, subject discusses a 
book dealing with the Warsaw ghetto.
